- Stung 
by defeat of President Kennedy's 
cherished 
medicare 
program, 
Democratic leaders launched a 
drive today to translate the big 
gest setback of his administration 
into victory al the polls in Nov em 
ber. 
Within an hour after the Senate 
voted 52 to 48 to kill tim program, 
the Chief Executive announced he 
would follow in the footsteps of 
such presidents as Franklin D 
Roosevelt and Harry S. Truman 
and seek election of a more sym 
pathetic Congress 


The targets of his wrath, pri 
manly a combination of RepubU 
cans and Southern Democrats 
professed to he undisturbed. Some 
said their votes against medicare 
would help rather than hinder 
their prospects for re-election. 


There was some historical pre­ 
cedent for their optimism. Pres; 
dents rarely have been able to 
translate their personal bitterness 
against Congress into votes for 
their party.

Talk about the weather. This 
dry spell has probably caused 
more commotion than the last 
hurricane. But there's a light 
side to every issue. 
Lower Bucks residents are re­ 
porting all kinds of rare clover 
growth in the county and it 
seems that the near-drought is 
responsible. 


That is, clover is well adapt­ 
ed to arid conditions, according 
. to Dr. John M. Fogg, director of 
the University or Pennsylvania's 
Morris Arboritum. When the 
parched land falls to provide 
Its grass with necessary nutri­ 
tion, dover takes ever. 


What we can’t substantiate, 
however, is the fact that rare 
clovers are all over. Dr. Fogg 
says that anything above a 
three-leafer is purely a beton!* 
Z cal freak, and the higher the 
number, the rarer the clover. 
Four, five and six ieafers are 
mere “genetic mutations" says 
Dr. Fogg, and not the result of 


any climatic condition. But it 
stands to reason, if the drought 
supplies us with more than the 
usual amount of clover, then 
the chances for rare clovers are 
better, 


A professor of botony. Dr. 
Fogg says that he has never 
seen more than seven leaflets 
on one stem. 


Locally, Mrs. Francis Wagner 
of Yardley literally raises five- 
leafers in her backyard. 
Eleven-year-old Sharon Fer­ 
guson found six four-leafers, 
six five-leaferi and one seven- 
loafer in front of her Fairless 
Hills home last Thursday eve­ 
ning. 
Jimmy Blanchard, age 13, of 
Levittown'* Green Brook section 
found a six-leafer two weeks 
ago while looking for four-leaf 
clovers.
